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ABSTRACT 

The statistical report on public eaployjent in 1974 
briefly suaaarizes the trend of increasing public eaployaent 
(especially at the State and local level) , increases and variations 
in average aonthly earnings of governaent eaployees, the distribution 
of State and local governaent eaployaent by type of governaent and by 
State areas, and the sources and reliability of the data presented. 
Twenty-five pages of the docuaent consist of detailed tables which 
present the statistical data on which the introductory saaaary is 
based. (JR) 
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INTRODUCTION 



There were 14.7 million civilian public employees in 
October 1974, an increase of 529,000 over October 
1973. The increase was accounted for by State and local 
governments, which had 1 1 .8 million employees in 
October 1974 as compared with 1 1 .4 miUion in October 
1973. The number of Federal civilian employees in- 
creased slightly to 2.9 million. 

Public civilian payrolls for October 1974 totaled 
$12.1 billion, about Sl.l billion more than for October 
1973. The Federal Government portion amounted to 
aboiit S3.3 billion and payrolls of State and local 
governments were S8.8 billion. 

The figure below summarizes employee and payroll 
trends in the public sector since 1964. 



this total, local governments accounted for approxi- 
mately 73 percent, or 7,228,000 of the full-time 
equivalent employment.* 

Nearly one-half of the full-time equivalent number of 
State and local government employees were in the 
education function in October 1974, a total of 
4,931,000. 

TRENDS IN PUBUC EMPLOYMENT 

Total governmental employment in the United States 
has risen each year since 1953, with State and local 
governments accounting for most of the changes in this 
21 -year period. Civilian Federal employment reached a 
peak of approximately 3.4 million persons during World 
War II, was cut back to 2.0 million in 1947, and 



Approximately 22 percent of all persons counted as 
paid employees of State and local governments in 
October 1974 were employed on a part-time basiS. 
When the number of these employees is discounted by 
applying average fulUtime earning rates, it is found that 
the full-time equivalent of all State and local govern- 
ment employment was 9,881,000 in October 1974. Of 



' FuU-time equivalent is a computed statistic representing the 
number of fuU<time employees that could have been employed if 
all personnel were engaged on a full>time basts at the average 
monthly pay applying to full<time workers. It is calculated, for a 
particular function of a government, by dividing the average 
monthly pay for full<time employees of that function into the 
total pay for all full- and part-time employees in the function.

subsequently rcse to 2.5 million ir. 1951. After several 
years of "only minor change, Federal civilian employ- 
ment moved up to nearly 3.0 million in 1967 and has 
since receded to its present level of 2.9 million. Most of 
this recent change involves Federal civilian employment 
for national defense. Total employment, of State and 
local governments dropped somewhat during World War 
II, from 3.4 million in 1941 to 3.2 million in 1945. 
Since then it has shown a significant increase nearly 
every year.^ 

Table 2 provides summary historical data on employ- 
ment and payrolls of State and local governments since 
1952. During the 22-year period ending with October 
1974, the full-time equivalent number of State and local 
government employees rose 146 percent, and October 
.payrolls of these governments went up 686 percent. 

The 1973-74 increase in the full-time equivalent 
number of persons employed by State and local 
governments was 303,000 as compared with a rise of 
401,000 during the previous year. Approximately 60 
percent of the 1973-74 rise was accounted for by 
employees in the education function. Recent annual 
rates of change Li full-time equivalent employment and 
in October payrolls of State and local governments are 
indicated in table A.^ 

Each of the several m^'cr types of local governments, 
as well as the States, have shared in the recent rise in 
public employment (table 2). Table B is a summary of 
growth rates in the full-time equivalent number of State 
and local employees, by type of government. 

Three fields of Federal Government activity have no 
counterpart at the State-local level-national defense, 
postal service, and space research and technology. These 
three functions account for more than 60 percent of all 
employees and payrolls of the Federal government, and 
for about one-eighth of Federal-State-local government 
employment and more than one-sixth of Federal-State- 
local government payrolls in the United States. 



The local schools category covers only the provision 
of elementary and secondary grades. Employees of 
institutions of higher education operated by local 
governments are included in the institutions of higher 
education category.

About 64 percent of all local school employees, as 
shown in table 3, consists of instructional staff. School 
systems canvassed were asked to include under this 
heading not only teachers, but also teacher aides, 
principals, supervisors of instruction, school librarians, 
and guidance personnel. Other employees of public 
schools include administrative and clerical personnel, 
plant operation and maintenance employees, and any 
bus drivers, lunchroom, health, and recreational per- 
sonnel. The category "other education" is applied only 
to State governments. It is comprised mainly of central 
agencies for th"* supervision of public education, and 
special Sta^. schools for the physically handicapped. 

General control is comprised of legislative bodies, 
courts, and the chief executives and central staff 
agencies of governments. T , police^nd fire protection

categories include not only uniformed forces but also 
administrative and clerical employees concerned with 
these- services. Sanitation other than sewage refers to 
refuse collection and disposal, and street cleaning. 

The nature of governmental activities comprising 
other functional classes is generally evident from their 
designations. 

Table C above summarizes the functional distribution 
of State and local government employment in October 
1974. 

A more detailed presentation of State and local 
government employment data by function appears in 
table 3. 

AVERAGE MONTHLY EARNINGS 

Full-time employees of State and local governments 
were paid an average of $899 for the month of October 
1971-$52 a month more than for October 1973. 

As shown in table 4, there is a marked range in 
average earnings for employees engaged in different 
functions. In part, this results from differences in the 
proportion of highly trained personnel engaged in 
various fields. However, other factors may also be 
noted. For example, in the education function the 
relatively higher average monthly earnings are 
influenced by the fact that some employees are paid on 
a 9- or lOmontli basis rather than uniformly through- 
out the calendar year. Also, in the hospital function 
relatively low average monthly salaries are partly 
affected by the exclusion of any payments for housing, 
meals or other **in kind** compensation supplementary 
to cash payments. Such perquisites are more commonly 
provided to hospital personnel than to public employees 
in other functions. 

Generally higher pay rates in metropolitan and urban 
areas help to account for the higher average earnings for 
functions that are concentrated heavily in urban areas 
such as police and fire protection, water supply, and 
other local utilities. 

DATA BY TYPE OF GOVERNMENT 

Table D below shows the distribution of State and 
local government employment by type of government in 
October 1974. 

Greater functional detail of nationwide -jnounts for 
each type of local government is shown in table 5 and 
type-of-govemment figures for each State appear in 
table 8. As the data in table 8 indicate, there is marked 
interstate diversity in the relative scale of the several 
kinds of govemmenis. This reflects variations in govern- 
mental structure and functional assignments, as well as 
differing degrees of urbanization and population density 
from State to State.

DATA FOR STATE AREAS 

The number of Federal civilian employees working in 
various States ranges widely-from more than 299,000 in 
California to fewer than 10,000 in each of seven States, 
as indicated in table 6. This distribution is strongly 
influenced by the location of large-scale Federal estab- 
lishments, including regional offices and Held head- 
quarters. 

A wide interstate range appears also in employment 
of State and local govemments-from more than 1 
million in California and New York to fewer than 
28,000 in Alaska and Wyoming. Ranking the States by 
State and local government employment generally 
resembles, but does not directly coincide with, their 
ranking in terms of total population. 

Because of tlje differing proportions of part-time 
employment among areas, the relationship between 
public employment and population can best be con- 
sidered in terms of full-time equivalent numbers. On this 
basis. State and local government employment in 
October 1974 ranged from approximately 394 per 
10,000 population in Pennsylvania to more than 763 
per 10,000 in the District of Columbia (table 6). 
Following is a distribution of the 50 States and the 
District of Columbia in terms of the full-time equivalent 
number of State and local government employees per 
10,000 population:

Local government employment, on a full-time equiva- 
lent basis, averaged 342 per 10,000 population, or more 
than 2-1/2 times the related average ratio for State 
government employment- 126 per 10,000. The marked 
interstate differences in the relative magnitude of the 
State and local government components arise, in part, 
from differences in the allocation of responsibility for 
administration of various functions. 



A functional distribution of State and local govern- 
ment employment in each State is provided in table 9 
and payroll amounts by function appear in table 10. 
The relation of employment for various functions to the 
population of individual States is indicated in table 1 1. 
Table E provides summary figures based on the data in 
table 1 1.

For this report, information was sought concerning 
all State governments and approximately 17,100 sample 
local governments and school systems. Mail requests for 
data were sent to over 4,400 State government agencies 
and to approximately 19,100 local government units or 
agencies. Usable replies were received from 87 percent 
of the panel canvassed. For nonrespondent govern- 
mental units and agencies included in the panel, prior 
year data were utilized. 



For this annual survey, employee and payroll figures 
reported by State and local government officials are 
generally accepted as being substantially correct. In 
some cases, varying interpretations of the instructions or 
deficiencies in governmental employment and payroll 
records may make it difficult for officials to render 
complete and accurate reports for their governments. 
These difficulties are dealt with by (1) careful defi- 
nitions of terms and detailed instructions in difficult 
cases, (2) supplementary correspondence and teleplione 
follow-up to officials, and (3) intensive examination of 
data collected-i.e., verification of internal consistency 
and comparison with previous reports, and other sources 
of data. Errors that may be introduced during process- 
ing (input preparation, etc.) are minimized thjough the 
use of intensive computer editing of the data at various 
stages of the processing system. 



Any comparison or interpretation of earning averages 
for individual St.les should take into account the 
factors, such as those discussed above, related to 
nationwide averages for particular functions. 



SOURCES AND RELIABIUTY OF DATA

Local government data in this report represent 
estimates based on information collected by mail 
questionnaire from a sample of governmental units. 
Survey coverage in each State applies to the State 
government (including all its constituent agencies, 
departments, and institutions) and a random sample of 
local governments. The sample was selected from the 
total number of local governments enumerated in the 
1972 Census of Governments. In selecting the sample, 
all local governments within each State were stratified 
by type of government, i.e., counties, municipalities, 
townships, school districts, and special districts, and 
within each type, by the magnitude of their annual 
expenditures as reported in the 1972 Census of Govern- 
ments. 



The statistics in this report that are based wholly or 
partly on data from the sample are apt to differ 
somewhat from the results of a survey covering all 
governments but otherwise conducted using the same 
schedules and procedures. In addition to possible 
nonsampling errors as discussed above, the estimates 
based on a sample survey are subject to sampling 
variability. The particular sample used in this survey is 
one of a large number of all possible samples of the 
same size that could have been selected u^ng the same 
sample de^gn. Each of the possible samples would yield 
somewhat different results. The standard error is a 
measure of the variation among the estimates from all 
possible samples and thus is a measure of the precision 
with which an estimate from a particular sample 
approximates the average result of all possible samples. 



Estimates of the standard errors of the 1974 public 
employment data for local government totals of full- 
time employees, full-time employee payrolls and full- 
time equivalent employment in each State were found 
to be generally within 2 percent of the estimated 
figures, rmd less than 1 percent for 37 States. The results 
of tne computations of standard errors for local 
government totals on a relative standard error basis are 
summarized in table G below:

A two-thirds confidence inte.val may be constructed 
in the following manner. The lower bound is obtained 
by subtracting one standard error from the estimate. 
The upper bound is obtained by adding one standard 
error to the estimate. Constructing intervals in this 
manner, we can say with two-thirds confidence that the 
interval for a particular sample will include the figure 
that would have been obtained from a complete census. 

State government figures are not subject to sampling; 
consequently, State-local aggregates shown here for 
individual States are more reliable (on a relative 
standard error basis) than the local government esti- 
mates they include. Nationwide estimates in this report 
are based upon the summation of State-by-State figures 
and, consequently, are more reliable than the State-area 



data. Estimates of m^or U.S. totals for local govern- 
ments are subject to a sampling variability of less than 
one-half of 1 percent and other local government totals 
are subject to sampling variability of less than 1 percent. 

State-area estimates shown in table 8 for particular 
types of local governments, and State-area estimates 
reported for particular locally performed functions, are 
likely to have a larger sampling variability than their 
related local government aggagates. Estimates for com- 
ponents that make up a relatively minor part of local 
government totals in a State may be subject- to 
particularly large variability, and should be interpreted 
with special caution. 

As calculated for this report, the standard error also 
partially measures the effect of certain nonsampling 
errors but does not measure any possible systematic 
biases in the data. 

Persons desiring further information on estimation of 
sampling error of published statistics in this report may 
send inquiries to Governments Division, Bureau of the 
Census. 



This report is one of four recurrent annual publica- 
tions based on a survey of government employment in 
October. One companion report. City Employsnen t in 
1974 , presents data individually for 405 municipalities 
and m^jor townships which had a population of 50,000 
or more in 1970. The second companion report. Local 
Government Employment in Selected Metropolitan 
Areas and Large Counties: 1974 , presents data on the 
employment and payrolls of local governments in the 
standard metropolitan areas which had a population in 
1972 of 500,000 or more and 68 large county areas 
outside these SMSA's. County Govemment Employ- 
ment in 1974, a new annual report in this series, 
provides data for each of the 337 individual county 
governments which had a population of 100,000 or 
more in 1973 plus National and size-group totals for all 
counties. 

Final reports from the 1972 Census of Governments, 
particularly Compendium of Public Employment, Vol. 
3, No. 2, provide National and State-by-State figures on 
public employment in October 1972, together with 
additional geographic detail based on a canvass of all 
local governments.
